Fire Chief O. J. Parker will have 
the absolute backing of Mayor-elect 
Hartsfield in administering the af- 
fairs of the fire department next 
year, it developed yesterday after 
the board of firemasters had over- 
ridden the opposition of the chief to 
reinstate former Captain John May- 
field as a member fo the department. 

Parker will be given complete 
power in handling the department 
as he sees fit and will have the sup- 
port of Hartsfield. 

*“! want Chief Parker to be the 
undisputed head of his department 
and to be the sole power in it,” 
Hartsfield declared. 

The mayor-elect, who is soon to 
announce his council committees 
for 1937, said Chief Parker will be 
giren a committee which will support 
him in his recommendations. 

, To Oust Politics. 

“The chief will thus be given the 
power to hire and fire members of the 
department and to remove personal 
politics from the department,” Harts- 
field said yesterday. 

He said he has not considered the 
personnel of any council committee 
and will not do so until after council 
acts on the recommendation of the 
ordinance committee—that the mayor 
be given far broader powers in the ad- 


ministration of the city government by 
serving on and designating the num- 
ber of members of each of 18 council 
committees. The mayor selects the

Theater ‘Bank Night’ 
Barred as Lottery 


“Bank Night” at Georgia theaters 
was outlawed yesterday by the court 
of appeals when it upheld the convic- 
tion of a LaGrange theater operator 
on a lottery charge. The theater man, 
Joe Jarman, must pay a fine of $250 
or serve six months as the result of 
his conviction in LaGrange city court. 

‘Jarman was convicted on June 9 
of this year. The ruling of the court 
said: 

“A motion picture operator who 
gives to his customers, in addition to 
the admission to the show, opportu- 
nity to draw by lot or chance a prize 
of money or property, is guilty of con- 
ducting a lottery. 

“When the general scheme of such 
drawing is that only those who have 
purchased tickets participate therein, 
and are entitled to win the prize, such 
scheme does not lose its identity as a 
lottery because some may participate 
in the drawing who hare not bought 


tickets.”

Sturdivant and Hartsfield have 
conferred since the labor group an- 
neunced it would file charges and de- 
mand the chief's trial because of the 
brush between Sturdivant and pickets 
at the Chevrolet plant Sunday night. 

Hartsfield yesterday declined to 
comment on the reported conferences, 
but it was rumored Sturdivant flatly 
refused to consider resigning. 

In any event, Sturdivant will face 
trial if he refuses to relinquish his 
post as chief, according to a statement 
issued yesterday by Joseph Jacobs, at- 
torney for Local No. 34, United Auto- 
mobile Workers of America.

MONTEVIDEO,. Uruguay, Dee. 3. 
(P)—President Roosevelt sailed home- 
ward tonight after completing a peace 
mission which took him to three Lat- 
in-American capitals. 

Before embarking on the cruiser In- 
dianapolis for Charleston, S. C., he 
told President Gabriel Terra and oth- 
er officials who honored him at a 


luncheon that “a new era of friend- 
ship and confidence among the Ameri- 
cas” had been born at the VPan- 
American conference here in 1953. 

An enormous throng estimated un- 
officially at fully one-third of Mon- 
tevideo s population of 600,000 pack- 
ed the broad quays for five blocks, 
under a mellow summer sun, as the 
United States chief executive took 
leave of the Uruguayan president. 

Receiving Uruguayan and United 
States newspapermen in his cabin just 
before the Indianapolis sailed at 5 
p. m. (2:30 p. m. Atlanta time), Mr. 
Roosevelt said he felt his “good neigh- 
bor” policy—which hae been hailed 
throughout Latin America as a.ma- 
jor change in United States diplo- 
macy—was no longer merely his,: but 
had been taken up by all the Ameri- 
can~ republics. 

Hereafter, he declared, it should 
be called an unanimous American pol- 
icy. 

Montevideo was the President’s last 
important stop on the trip which took 
him to Rio de Janeiro and then to 
Ruenos Aires, ‘vhere he addressed the 
first session of the inter-American 
peace conference, a parley which grew 
out of his initiative. 

On the way to Charleston, Mr 
Roosevelt said, the Indianapolis will 
stop only for refueling at Port-of- 
Spain, Trinidad, and he will not go 
ashore. When the cruiser halted there 
en route to Rio de Janeiro, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said he hoped to visit 
the British-owned island on his return 
journey. 

On his arrival from Buenos Aires, 
Mr. Roosevelt found a huge throng 
near the dock, braving a chilly ra‘n 
and wind which subsided later in the 
day. 

President Terra was waiting at the 
foot of the gangplank. As Mr. Roose- 
velt descended, he paused and said 
smilingly: 

“Well, here I am, Terra.” ommit- 
ting the president's title and perhaps 
making a pun of the Uruguayan ex-

Bombs Do tittle Damage 
To: Madrjd;.-Reds Claim. 


Victories Outside City. 


MADRID, Dec. 4 —ve)—Fascist 
war planes bombed Madrid twice today 
while opposing infantry forces were 
locked in battles for possession of the 
city’s western suburbs. 

The raiders loosed a score of ex- 
plosive bombs in the Rosales area and 
in Retiro park, hard-by government 
artillery emplacements 

The roar of the exploding bombs 
mingled with the boom of artillery 
fire concentrated on the rear guards 
of the forces battling in the Casa De 
Campo, along the Manzanares river 
bank, and in the Moncloa and Posue- 
lo-Aravaca sectors. 

In contrast to three Fascist air 
raids which killed at least 56 inhabi- 
tants of Madrid the day before, to- 
day’s bombings did not cause appreci- 
able damage. 

Seek to Cut Lines. 

Outside Madrid, massed government 
forces strove to cut the communica- 
tions line between the advance units 
Francisco Franco's men 
and their rear. 

The government militia. centered 

their attack on the gentle slopes of 
the Casa de Campo. 
_ Madrid forces were hard pressed in 
the Pozuelo-Aravaca areas with reli- 
able reports indicating Franco was try- 
ing to cut the main high road into 
France leading through the northern 
Madrid suburb of Tetuan De Las Vi- 
torias. 

Both the towns of ‘etuan and Fun- 
ecarral still farther to the north, suf- 
fered heavily during the last three days 
of aerial bombardment. 

While salvage workers dug at the 
debris caused ty the latest aerial bomb- 
ings, the government leaders asserted 
its forces in the north were advancing 
“victoriously on Oviedo, Vitoria and 
Burgos, the seat of the Fascist junta. 

Claim Capture of Guns. 

A war ministry report said seven 
machine guns and 30,000 cartridges 
were captured in battles at El Lano 
and La Mata near San Martin de 
Gurulles in the Grado area. 

The civilian population of Grando 
was evacuated before the govern- 
ment drive, it was asserted.

What is there in the romance be- 
tween King Edward and the wholly 
charming Mrs. Wallis Simpson 
which should precipitate one of the 
gravest constitutional crises in the 

history of England? 

The answer is that an impolitic 
marriage, giving idle tongues a 
chance to wag, might endanger the 
prestie and security of the throne. 

The dignity of that throne not 
only is the backbone of British 
monarchy, in these parlous times 
when kings are giving way to dic- 
tators, but it is the chief bond 
which holds the great empire to- 
gether. 

The strength of the devotion be- 
tween Edward and the southern 


 péauty ts not of paramount impor- 


tance, so far as the austere ministers 
of state are concerned. The affair, 
although it inspires among the people 
much sympathetic understanding and 
all the heart throbs of one of the 
greatest love dramas of the ages, is 
rot a private one, in view of the gov- 
ernment. Whether the King likes it 


or not. it is a matter of state. 
Can't Stand Third Husband. 

The Lritish government, and many 
of the public, take the attitude. that 
the dignity of the King—and conse- 
quently that of the all-important 
throne—would be impaired were he to 
become the third husband of any wom- 
an. Further, there is very  xeneral 
prejudice against divorce in Britain, 
and the country prefers not to have a 
divoreee for Queen, especially one to 
whom the King was paying marked 
attentions before she: sued for free- 
dom from her second husband. 

The established Church of England 
is agninst divorce, which accounts for 
the hostile attitude of the clergy to the 
marriage. There is no church law 
which bars the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, or any other prelate, from 
marrying the King to a divorcee, but 
the deep prejudice against it is there. 

What Premier Stanley Baldwin and 
all the rest are trying to do is to pro- 
tect Edward from possible ridicule 
and loss of dignity. That is, to pro- 
tect that throne—symbol of imperial 
authority. 

Ties Not So Tight. 

Were the British Isles alone involv- 

possibly the attitude of the gov- 
ernment would be different. It might 
tell Edward to go ahead with its 
blessings, although there would still 
be the worry about the world-wide fer- 
ment which is upsetting monarchies 
that lack strong and inspired leader- 
ship. 

The main worry centers in the at- 
titude of the dominions and colonies 
There has been a steady increase in 
the independent attitude ‘of such great 
units as Canada, Australia and South 
Africa. Since the war, as the result of 
a common assault on the mother 
country, the dominions have been ac- 
corded full sovereignty as members of 
what is now known as the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. They are 
hoeing their own rows, and have giv- 
en many concrete indications that they 
do not intend to hoe rows for anybody 
else, even England.

Around a world long-girdled hy 
the broad British empire there was 
one universal story today—the story 
of a King in love. 

Only in Germany and Russia 
were the people kept ignorant of the 
dramatic battle of Edward, of Eng- 
land, to hold both his throne and 
the woman he loves. 

Everywhere else, in British do- 
minions and in their neighbors, pub- 
lic and press debated the all-im- 
portant question: 

“Should he marry her?” 

There was no unanimity of opin- 
ion. 

Popular opinion in King FEd- 
ward's empire rallied last night 
partly to the strong-willed monarch 
and partly to Prime Minister Stan- 
ley Baldwin in the Jdward-Mzs. 
Wallis Warfield Simpson-Baldwin 
triangle. | 

In Canada, where Prime Minister 
MacKenzie King declined comment, 
the Winnipeg Tribune declared 
criptically: 

“Mr. Baldwin is right. The King, 
as the King, must hold high the 
trust his revered father passed on 
to him.” 

Loss of Prestige. 

The paper warned that there 
would be a “loss of prestize” and 
“a tempering of respect, not to be 
contemplated,” if Edward were to 
marry Mrs. Simpson, 

The Montreal Star stated: “No 
,one need worry about the dominions, 
They can face the rough with the 
smooth as well as the mother coun- 
try.” 

But, the paper said, “it is of the

“The Cape Times,” of Capetown, 
South Africa, editorially suggested 
the whole “constitutionat issue” in 
the dispute in London should be 
laid before the public for discus- 
sion.

The Natal Advertiser, of Durban, 
South Africa, editorially said: 

“The crisis should not pass with- 
out a loyal and respectful expres- 
sion of sympathy with His Majesty 
in this grave predicament.”

Cabinet Is Believed Pre- 
paring to Enthrone York 
But Churchill Warns 
of Fight by Commons.

LONDON, Dec. 4.—(Friday)— 
Great Britain's precedent-breaking 
monarch, staunch in the face of de- 
mands he give up his throne or 
Mrs. Wallis Warfield Simpson, sped 
today to a rendezvous with 
the woman the empire’s strongest 
forces said he must not marry as 
long as he is England’s king. 

A swift series of conferences be- 
tween Edward VIII, his prime min- 
ister, and the queen mother ap- 
parently were unsuccessful in their 
purpose ‘to break the strong-willed 
ruler’s determination to live his 
private life as he chooses. 

Speeding from Buckingham Pal- 
ace shortly before dawn, he drove 
to his secluded lodge at Fort Belve- 
dere where .Mrs. Simpson, alone 
save for servants, waited through- 
ont the night while Edward..argued 
their destinies. 

King Still Defiant. 

At the end of 48 hours the King 
still was defiant ‘of the ultimatum 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin, 
arch enemy of the ruler’s marriage 
to a twice divorced woman. laid before 
the King—that he and his cabinet 
would. resign unless Edward bowed 
to their will. 

An attempt to bring the crisis be 


fore parliament failed when Baldwin 
arose in the afternon and said quietly 
he “bad no statement to make,” in- 
dicating the young ruler had won the 
first round in a battle which many 
believed might have forced his abdica- 
tion. 

From Fort Belvedere, where he 
spent the early part of the day with 
Mrs. Simpson and the Duke and 
Duchess of York, the T.ing rushed back 
for an early evening heart-to-heart 
talk with his mother, Queen Mary, 
in Marlborough House. 

He did not remain for dinner, as 
did the Duke and Duchess of York, 
heirs presumptive to the throne should 
he abdicate, but went immediately to 
Buckingham palace for a 50-minute 
session with the obdurate prime min-

buttered tray. Cover with pieces of 
marshmallows cut with scissors dipped 
in cold water and mark the fudge in 
squares. 

Some fudge-making precautions may 
be noted. The chocolate scorches eas- 
ily, hence it may be melted in a double 
boiler and added to the other ingre- 
dients, or the pan may be set into a 
larger one filled with boiling water. 
If you have a heavy pan and you can 
regulate your fire to have a steady, 
low heat. simply melt the chocolate 
and stir it as it melts. 

Another precaution—if the day is 
rainy or humid, cook about two de- 
grees higher by the thermometer, or 
be sure to hate a soft ball that may 
be picked up out of cold water when 
you drop a half teaspoonful of the 
cooked candy into a saucerful of cold 
water. 

If you beat fudge while it is hot, 
quite likely it will become coarse and 
grainy, while no time is saved. Set the 
pan of hot fudge into a large bowl of 
ice water to cool it. If the fudge sud- 
denly loses its gloss, turns thick and 
cannot be stirred, then knead it with 
buttered hands. 

Marshmallows on top of fudge are 
white and fluffy. They are also splen- 
did between two layers of fudge: cut 
marshmallows in pieces, spread 
on fudge, and top with a knead- 
ed slab of chocolate fudge, or 
else with fudge made by the same 
recipe except that the chocolate is 
omitted and the candy is flavored 
with maple flavoring, caramel syrup 
or with peppermint. 

A marshmallow-fudge roll is at- 
tractive. The marshmallows are cut 
in small bits and pressed into the 
surface of the fudge, then it is rolled 
like a jelly roll, allowed to chill, and 
sliced from the end. The fudge murt 
be thoroughly kneaded, in order that 
it may be rolled. 

Coconut-Coated Nuts. 

Three tablespoons boiling water, 16 
marshmallows, one cup nut meats, one 
cup shredded coconut. 

Put boiling water in top part of 
a double boiler, add marshmallows, 
let them soften until fluffy and 
smooth. Drop large nutmeats into 
melted marshmallows and then lift 
with a fork into the shredded coconut 
to coat the surface. Spread out on 
waxed paper to dry. These are sim- 
ply delicious. 

Holiday Tarts. 

Filling: One cup raw cranberries, 
one-quarter cup sugar, one-half cup 
water, one cup mincemeat. 

Pastry: Two cups pastry flour, one 
teaspoon salt, 1-2 cup lard, six table- 
spoons ice water. 

Cook together raw cranberries, su- 
gar and water until berries are soft.

Fill each 
with a large tablespoon fruit filling 
and top with pastry which has been 
cut in star shapes with a_ cookie 
cutter. Bake at 400 degrees Fahren- 
heit for 20 minutes until pastry is 
crisp and light brown. Serve hot or 
cold. Makes eight tarts. 

Mince Meat Drops. 

One 9-ounce package mince meat, 
two cups water, one-quarter cup lard 
one-half cup sugar. one egg, one an 
one-half cups flour, two and one-half 
teaspoons baking powder, one-half cup 
nuts (chopped). 

Cook package of mince meat in two 
cups water for 15 minutes or until 
thickened as for pie. Cream lard, su- 
gar and egg. Add mince meat and 
flour, sifted with baking powder. Add 
nuts. Drop by teaspoonfuls onto oiled 
baking shect and bake for 12 minutes 
in a 350-degree Fahrenheit oven. 

Chocolate Fruit Cake. 

One cup ‘butter, two cups light 
brown sugar, four eggs, beaten; two- 
thirds cup milk, one-quarter cup or- 
ange juice, three squares chocolate, 
melted: one cup chopped raisins, one 
cup blanched shredded almonds, one- 
quarter cup candied orange peel, one- 
quarter cup chopped citron, four cups 
flour, one teaspoon soda, one teaspoon 
vanilla, one-half teaspoon salt. 

Cream butter until soft, add sugar 
and beat until creamy. Add eggs, milk 
and juice. Reat two minutes. Add 
rest of ingredients and pour into two 
loaf pans lined with waxed papers. 
Bake one and one-half hours in slow 
oven.

empire. 

Persistent rumors that Baldwin 
speedily would force Edward's abdica- | 
tion were not borne out br develop-. 
ments during the day and night. | 

Solution Seen. 

Authoritative opinion hardened into 
belief a solution for the impasse stil] 
could be attained. The British Press 
Association summed up the attitude 
of parliament on the crisis in a state- 
ment which said: 

“The general opinion among mem- 
bers of parliament tonight was that 
a way would be found out of the prob- 
Jem and not by abdication, resigna- 
tions of the Baldwin government or by 
a general election.” 

New and powerful elements enter- 
ed the amazing drama being enacted 
against the background of the British 
throne when the dominions exerted 
their influence as autonomcus units of 
Edward's realm. Dominion represent- 
atives sought avoidance of any pre- 
cipitous move which might preclude a 
quiet decision on the future of the 
crown. 

Baldwin himself kept his lips seal- 
ed except for his brief statement in 
commons, and tartly declined to take 
into his confidence any of the legis-

In accordance with a previously ar 
ranged plan, Clement R. Attlee, op- 
position leader, who was understood 
to have sided with the prime minister 
in opposing any match between the 
king and the divorcee, arose and 
asked: ; 

“I would like to ask the prime min- 
ister on private motion a question— 
whether any constitutional difficulties 
have arisen and whether he has any 
statement to make.” 

Slowly Baldwin got to his feet and 
faced the house. 

“T have no statement to make to- 
day.” he said quietly. 

“While there does not at present 


exist any constitutional difficulty, the} 


situation is of such a nature as to 
make it inexpedient that I should be 
questioned about it at this time.” 
Two Courses Open. 

The prime minister's expressed dis- 
inclination to bring the whole grave 
question into open parliamentary de- 
hate. as some thought he would, led 
quickly to the belief that the King 
had found new champions for his ro- 
mance among his subjects. 

With sentiment and the empire 
aligned against him, and his cabinet 
threatening to resign, observers felt 
that the King would have only two 
courses left—abdication or severance 
of hie association with the former Bal- 
timore belle. 

If he should decide he desired Mrs. 
Simpson's friendship more than the 
throne of the British empire, the next 


in line for the scepter would be his | 


younger brother, the retiring, home- 
loving Duke of York. 

With this eventuality in mind -be- 
cause of Edward's recognized de- 
termination to live his private life ac 
cording to the dictates of hie own con- 
science rather than the advice of his 
councellors, cabinet ministers began | 
drawing up a bill which would make 
the Duke of York King if the throne 
should be vacated.

The only solution, they said, would 
be for Edward to renounce allegiance 
to the Church of England—which al- 
legiance is required of sovereigns by 
the act of succession which took the 
throne from the Stuarts and gave it 
to the House of Hanover from which 
Edward is descended. 

Nor would Edward's abdication au- 
tomatically confer the throne on the 
Duke of York. A bill passed by par- 
liament and signed by Edward himself 
would then be necessary. 

Thus the battle between the King 
and his government simmered down to 
whether Baldwin could force abdica- 
tion. The Prime Minister’s apparent 
strategy was to have everything in 
readiness in case the King should hold 
fast to his right to love and live as 
he chose in defiance of his constituted 
advisors. 

If Edward could not finally become 
convinced of the necessity for giving 
up Mrs. Simpson, Baldwin then, ob- 
servers agreed, would rush through 
the legislation enthroning the Duke 
and Duchess of York before Edward 
had a chance to fight back through 
his popularity with the lower and mid- 
dle classes—called ‘‘the backbone of 
the empire.” 


Absolute Monarchy Possible. 


Even if Edward should’ dismiss 
Baldwin and the entire cabinet and 
summon his friend and_ supporter, 
Winston Churchill, to form a new 
one, it was predicted the commons 
still would follow Baldwin. 

It would be within Edward’s pow- 
er, however, to dissolve even parlia- 
ment itself and appeal to the empire

His pointed question to Baldwin in 
the commons today when he asked for 
assurance that the Prime Minister 
would inform the house in advance of 
any “irrevocable step” was interpret- 
ed by informed observers as indicating 
Churchill wished to prevent Baldwin 
from demanding abdication without 
first announcing his intention to Ed- 
ward himself. 

Those who knew Churchill said he 
was at odds with Baldwin and a 
staunch admirer of both Edward and 
Mrs. Simpson.

Laborite Supports King.

Wedgwood continued his statement 
with declaration that the coronation 
ceremony, scheduled for May, was 
merely a church service con- 
cerned the British people at large 
only as it affected historic tradition. 

“The vast bulk of the people hate 
seeing a man bullied when he thinks 
he is right and they respect a man 
who will stand up for his rights,” 
Wedgwood said. 

Vote of Confidence. 

In parliament, Wedgwood entered 
a motion for debate which was couch- 
ed in puzzling phrases but which was 
generally interpreted as tantamount 
to asking a vote of confidence in the

Some friends said that she had been 
advised to leave England, but that the 
King would not allow her to do so, 
until his own future course is deter- 
mined.

She is seriously worried, her friends 
said, lest her friendship for the King 
bas impeded his own reign or has lost 
him the gcod will of the majority of 
his subjects.

The Star called talk of abdication

though expressing its preference for 
an Englishwoman as a Queen or con- 
sort for Edward, asserted: “The pre- 
dominant feeling, however, would un- 
doubtedly be that the King should 
marry a woman of his choice.” 

Lord SBeaverbrook’s conservative 
Evening Standard said: “He (the 
King) alone knows whether he can 
sustain the opposition of Baldwin and 
the other ministers. He alone can 
decide whether he should . .. abdi- 
cate his throne by voluntary deed.” 

Canterbury in Conference. 

Early this evening, the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, equally as adamant as 
Baldwin toward the King’s attach- 
ment for Mrs. Simpson, conferred with 
the Prime Minister. 

Crowds about Downing Street, once 
during the day cleared by Scotland 
Yard, dwinled with the darkness. 

A foreign office official announced 
laconically : 

“Nothing has happened.” 

At any rate it appeared there might 
be no final solution to the crisis for 
several days—pending official com- 
munications from the Dominions, 
which must be considered with the 
greatest deliberation. 


Day’s Developments. 

It was a stunning anti-climax to a 
day which saw these breath-taking de- 
velopments: 

1. The King, at his Fort Belvedere 
country residence with the Duke and 
Duchess of Yord, Mrs. Simpson and 
his closest counselors, represented in 
the highest sources as determined to 
hold both his friendship for the Ameri- 
can woman and his throne—a situa- 
tion which might ultimately lead to 
his abdication. 

2. Baldwin reputedly threatening, 
with the support of his opposition, 
mass cabinet resignations unless the 
King renounces any idea of marrying 
Mrs. Simpson. 

3. The excited, astonished people of 
the British Isles and their dominions, 
engulfed a a sudden flood of vivid 
publicity about their sovereign and his 
twice-divorced friend, groping for a 
decision and a stand with King or 
cabinet. 

4. The Anglican church, openly op- 
posing any alliance whatsoever be- 
tween the King and Mrs. Simpson. 

All day long. rumors ran like light- 
ning that the King had abdicated, that 
the announcement was imminent. 

As for the Prime Minister. his an- 
nouncement that no “constitutional dif- 
ficulty” now e.ists amazed a people 
stirred to their emotional depths by 
the long-suppressed story of their 
monarch’s private life. 

Times Sees Crisis 

His statement was mace in thé face 
of a broadside of pronouncements 
throughout the British press, led by 
the famous “Thunderer,” The Times, 
that the gravest sort of a constitu- 
tonal crisis is at hand. 

Even Downing Street and other gov- 


ernment quarters, speaking privately 


but with unusual freedom, echoed this 


Statement.

Police Guard Palace. 

An official announcement from the 
Prime Minister's office disclosed mem- 
bers of the cabinet had not been sum- 
moned to meet today and _ further, 
there would be no official statement 
concerning the troubled situation. 

A guard of mounted police was post- 
ed around the palace to keep the pop- 
ulace moving. 

First editions of the noon papers 
were snapped up by the crowds as soon 
as they appeared on the street. Most 
of the people could be seen examining 
the pictures of Mrs. Simpson with 
critical interest. 

During the morning several visitors 
forced heir way through the crowd 
into Buckingham palace. 

One of the visitors was Sir Eric 
Mieville, private secretary to the Duke 
of York, next in line of succession to 
the throne. 

Indicating the gravity with which 
informed circles viewed the situation, 
one news service hurriedly sent a 22- 
page biography of Edward to all its 
member papers. 

It’s heading placed emphasis on the 
King’s accession promise last January 
that he was “determined to follow in 
my father’s footsteps.”

Well-informed French sources, de- 
clining to comment on the issue, 
stated they viewed the matter as 
an internal British problem rather 
than an international one. 

The Rome press, breaking a com- 
plete silence, printed columns of 
news from London but without edi- 
torial comment. 

Vienna made Mrs. Simpson the 
main topic in coffee house conver- 
safions, 

Viennese newspapers for the most 
part maintained a solemn attitude 
and said they expected “a_ solu- 
tion worthy of traditional British 
statesmanship.” 

In Athens, the first news of the 
developments in London was not 
published because, it was stated, it 
was not believed. 

Copies Confiscated. 

In Germany, copies of the 
Muenchner Zeitung were confiscat- 
ed after it had appeared with the 
headline “Constitution Crisis in 
England—Severe Tension Between 
Throne and Cabinet.” 

Below the headline the paper 
printed a long dispatch from London 
giving the developmente there as well 
as a sufnmary of the whole case. 

It was stated at the ministry of 
propaganda: 

“Differences are said to have 
arisen between the King and the 
British government. Inasmuch as 
the grounds for these seem to be of 
private nature, the German press 
waives expression of any opinion on 
them either in its own news col- 
umns or in editorial comment.” 

The public in Soviet Russia re- 
mained ignorant of the crisis in Lon- 
don, the press failing to make a 
single mention of it as it filled 
its pages with praise for the new 
Russian constitution and news from 
Spain. 

Even President Roosevelt’s speech 
in Buenos Aires received a bare 
hatf-column in the press, which fea- 
tured what the Russian writers in- 
terpreted as an attack on Fascism. 

Concern Expressed. 

Concern over the possible effect 
of the London developments on the 
international situation was express- 
ed in French financial circles. 

The financial paper, L’Informa- 
tion, declared: 

“In view of the respect we owe to 
the dynasty which is so closely 
bound to us in the interest of world 
peace and the security of France, 
we ardently hope for a speedy ter- 
mination of the crisis to the satisfac- 
tion of the British. 

“In a country like England, where 
tradition is everything, a rupture 
with the tradition obviously would 
be dangerous.” 

Meanwhile, outside London, near 
Fort Belvedere, King Edward's 
country home, venturesome newspa- 
per vendors carried their wares to

To most of the readers the whole

Wally took the cash and let the 
credit go. She might have hed a life

The choice confronted Wally when | 
her uncle Sol—wealthy S. Davies 
Warfield who saw t» her education 
and footed the bills during her debu- 
tante days—died in Haltimore in the 
fall of .1927. He left $4.000,000, 
most of it for the establishment of a 
retreat for indigent women. Wally 
joined in a will contest and won. 

It was indicative of Wally’s spirit 
that she did battle for what gehe 
thought right. As favorite niece of 
the rich bachelor, she quite naturally 
anticipated an inheritance that would 
fix her for life. She didn't get it at 
first, and so she fought until she 
did. 
Uncle Sol was a man of stern prin- 
ciples. He had high ideals. Balti- 
more society had a glimpse of them 
when he réfused to eponsor an osten- 
tatious ball for Wally during the 
World War. 

In his will, the strait-faced finan- 
cier expounded bis views at length. 
In reviewing Wally’s life—the blood 
she inherited, the environment of her 
youth—it is germane to dust off the 
archives and look at the fading payes 
of Uncle Sol's last testament. 


Bequests to Individuals. 


It is a curious document, this will. 
Warfield made very few personal be- 
quests, assigning the entire residue of 
hie estate for estab'ixshment of the 
Anna Emory Warfield Home for 
Aged Women, in honor of his mother. 
He set aside Kis beautiful 136-acre 
estate in picturesque Green Spring 
Valley as the site. He told why, in 
his own words: 

“My mother represented to me real- 
lyq all I had in life, which I did not 
entirely realize until her death. It 
was always my desire to be financially 
able to give my mother every com- 
fort in life, which was the mainspring 
of my efforts. 

“All my life, up to the time of her 
death. my mother and I lived together, | 
and I look back to the days of my} 
earliest recollection of anything to the

A. An answer to this question de- 
pends on whether the salesman is clas- 
sified as an “employe” of the firm for 
which he works, or as an “independ- 
ent contractcr.” If the relationship 
of employer and employe actually ex- 
ists, he comes under the old-age retire- 
ment provisions of the act: if he is 
classified as an independent contrac- 
tor he does not. Generally, the rela- 
tionship of employer and employe ex- 
ists when the person for whom serv- 
ices are vrerformed has the right to 
control and direct the individual who 
performs the services, not only as to 
the resuit to be accomplished by the 
work, but also as to the details and 
means by which that result is accom- 
plished. That is an employe is sub- 
ject to the will and control of the 
employer not only as to what shall be 
done, but also how it shall be done.

Carlos Saavedra Lamas, Argentine 
oreign minister and winner of the 
Nobel peace prize this year, was unan- 
imously elected head of the steering 
committee after his nomination by the 
head of the United States delegation, 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull. 

The committee, which includes lead- 
ers of all the 21 delegations, decided 
to make all committee meetings and 
full conference sessions open as a gen- 
eral rule, following a practice of the 
1933 regular Pan-American conference 
at Montevideo.

Atlantan To Tell, in Broadcast, 
Of First Sound Sent by Wireless 


Survivor of Historic Little 
Party To Describe 
Epochal Event. 


An Atlantan, only surviving mem- 
her of the small party who heard the 
first reception of wireless telegraphy 
December 12, 1901, besides Guglielmo 
Marconi himself, soon will tell the 
world all about that historic little 
gathering in a broadcast by radio, the 
outgrowth of that first successful wire- 
less experiment. 


The Atlantan is P. H. Collins, 
prominent insurance man and a resi- 
dent of this city for the past 15 years. 
He will appear on Phillips Lord's 
broadcast, ““We, the People,” at 4 
o'clock Sunday afternoon, December 
13. on the NBC network. 

Mr. Collins’ broadcast account of 
the invention which has rerolution- 
ized communications will be made just 
one day after the 35th anniversary 
of the first successful wireless trans- 
mission. 

Mr. Collins was then a reporter on 
the St. John’s (Newfoundland) Eve- 
ning Telegram, and was one of a party 
of six who heard the first transmis- 
sion of the “three dots,” the “S” of 
the Morse code, when it was received 
at Signal Hill, near St. John’s, from 
the Irish coast, after a week of con- 
tinuous but unsuccessful broadcasting. 


What seems remarkable now is that 
the editors of the three newspapers 
of St. John’s discounted the authen- 
ticity of the reception and devoted 
only a short and highly qualified no- 
tice to it. But within three days, 
Mr. Collins said, more than 50 re 
porters from over the section stormed 
into St. John’s for the “biggest story 
of the age.” 

Mr. Collins, incidentally, wrote the 
first published report of the discovery. 


He will tell all the details of the ex-'

The British press ignored every- 
thing; but tea table, club and tap- 
room gossip carried news of the 
King’s hours of recreation through- 
out the kingdom as effectually, if 
not as rapidly, as American news- 
papers spread it about in the 
United States. The lid of suppres- 
sion was blown off with a revere 
berating bang when the middle-aged 
charmer secured a divorce from her 
second husband, and the king de- 
clined to deny the insistent rumor 
that he would make her his wife 
when, and if, her diyorce was made 
absolute .at the termination of the 
legal period. 

Since the beginning of recorded 
history, kings and princes have en- 
joyed the society of charming 
women favorites. It has become an 
accepted diversion for royalty, and 
while productive of much gossip, 
silent heart-burnings, and hushed- 
up scandals, the custom has per- 
sisted, 

Britain had experienced sufficient 
of this custom not to go Victorian 
when Edward VIII was apparently 
just following the path that knew 
so well the footprints of his grand- 
father, Edward VII; but when it ap- 
peared that he might wed the di- 
vorced American, elevating her to

A NEEDED IMPROVEMENT 

A delegation of citizens of Hart- 
well and Hart county will appear 
before the State Highway Board to- 
day to urge the construction of a 
new interstate bridge across the Sa- 
vannah river, on the Bankhead high- 
way, which is United States High- 
way No. 29, linking Atlanta, Athens 
and Hartwell with Anderson, S. C., 
and important points north. 

Louis L. Morris, editor of the 
Hartwell Sun, and a leader in the 
movement to have the span built, 
recently visited Washington and en- 
listed the interest of the Bureau of 
Public Works. South Carolina high- 
way officials are reported to be 
definitely favorable to the improve- 
ment, and federal officials will give 
serious consideration to any pro- 
posal submitted by the two states 
to construct a new bridge, and ade- 
quate approaches, with federal 
funds. 


This project should have the im- 
mediate approval of the State High- 
way Board. Route 29 carries a 
large part of the north and south 
motor traffic of the Atlantic coast 
states, and one of the most dan- 
gerous stretches in its entire length 
is the bridge across the Savannah 
and its approach from the Georgia 
side of the river. The approach i. 
narrow and tortuous, and, because 
the plan has been to make a mod- 
ern improvement at this point some 
time in the future, has been al- 
lowed to deteriorate to an almost 
impassable condition. 


The bridge is one of the relics 
of the “horse and buggy” age, ade- 
quate in that period of history, but 
entirely inadequate to carry. the 
traffic of the present day. The 
South Carolina approach is more in 
keeping with the needs of the pres- 
ent, but with a large new bridge, it 
will have to undergo a change to 
conform. The motoring public will 
indorse the campaign being waged 
by Hartwell citizens and applaud 
early and favorable action by the 
State Highway Board. 


EMORY’S ANNIVERSARY 

Emory University, outgrowth of 
an institution of learning which was 
established in the new town of Ox- 
ford, Ga., and chartered under the 
named of Oxford College on De- 
cember 10, 1836, will celebrate its 
centennial anniversary with a pro- 
gram of evening addresses by lead- 
ers of the major professions and 
with morning conferences on prob- 
lems of these professions, begin- 
ning today and concluding Decem- 
ber 13, with a Christmas carol serv- 
ice by the renowned Emory Glee 
Club. 


In the celebration of its 190th 
anniversary the officials of Emory 
are more interested in viewing the 
possibilities of the future than in 
probing the past, believing that the 
economic and cultural future of the 
south depends upon the south hav- 
ing institutions where the highest 
standards of. scholarship are main- 
tained and where the best profes- 
sional training may be procured. 

It has already begun a program 
of co-ordinated development for a 
major university center of the 
southeast in Atlanta in co-operation 
with Agnes Scott College, courses 
in the senior ranks of Emory and 
Agnes Scott being so planned that 
they. may be correlated in a uni- 
versity center. The Emory Uni- 
versity library is being carefully en- 
larged to suit the research needs 
of a great university, and the new 
Agnes Scott library is being expand- 
ed in definite co-ordination with 
the Emory library. 

Development of the university 
center idea is in accordance with 
the suggestion of Dr. Edwin R. Em- 
bree, president of the Julius Rosen- 
wald Fund, who, during a visit to 
Emory some time ago, said:

A great contemporary has left us. 
The city of Atlanta, the state of Geor- 
gia, the United States itself and the 
world-cause of democracy are em- 
poverished with the passing of the el- 
der statesman, who was Clark Howell. 
The President is deprived of a trust- 
ed counselor and friend, whose im- 
mense experience and worldly wisdom 
was one of the most dependable moral 
supports of the present Democratic 
administration in America. The Pari- 
sian papers on November 15 deplored 
the demise of Mr. Howell, Chevalier 
de la Legion d'Honneur, calling him 
‘Un grand ami de la France.” 

In a score of important governing 
bodies, executive committees, privy 
councils and boards of administration, 
social, political, economic and cultural, 
his quiet voice, his unostentatious ap- 
pearance, will be missed. But above 
all will be missed his innate sagacity, 
his breadth of view, his capacity to 
reduce immense problems to their fun- 
damental essentials.

This writer could cite a score of 
instances in which he saw the hum- 
blest received with the same tranquil 
goodness by Clark Howell as the prom- 
inent and the mighty of the earth.

A — 
whose every day and hour was beset 
with matters of weighty interest, he 
would, nevertheless, inform himself 
with deep concern as to the progress 
of the smallest and most insignificant 
affairs. He lived with and for his 
friend. Their troubles he made his 
own. Their happiness was his joy. 

In this gense, Clark Howell was a 
servant of the Most High, There was 
nothing human which he despised.

Begging—and Hunger. 

Continuing comment on the begging 
situation in Atlanta, about the hungry 
and about organized relief: 

Proprietor of one of the finest 
restaurants in Atlanta telephoned me 
yesterday morning. 

“We have ade a rule,” she said, 
“never to run anyone away from our 
kitchen who comes to us and tells us 
they are penniless and hungry. We 
are not due credit for this, because the 
food is there and every day we have 
left over supplies that cannot be held 
until the next. We save everything 
that comes back from the dining room, 
because it is our rule that no food 
whatever goes back to the tables after 
it has once been returned. Every un- 
touched roll or slice of bread. Every 
unused pat of butter, even the cream 
left in the cream pitchers. 

“This we will use to feed the 
hungry. There is one woman who has 
had a free meal from us, this way, 
every day for the past five years. 
just wanted you to know there are 
places in Atlanta where hungry un- 
fortunates are fed without investiga- 
tion.” 


How to Tell 


The Genuine. 

I asked another restaurant 
prietor, a Greek friend of mine, what 
he did if a hungry man or woman 
begged for food. . 

“I feed them,” he said, “if they are 
really hungry. I refuse the profes- 
sional moochers.” 

“How do you tell one class from the 
other?” I asked him. 

He looked rather scornful. 

‘“‘Anyone can tell a genuinely hungry 
man. or woman,” he told me. 

“Then,” he added, “the real cases 
are more hesitant about asking than 
the professionals. More embarrassed 
and ashamed. And not so insistent. 
When they seem to think you are in 
duty bound to feed ’em, they’re gen- 
erally professional, hardened beggars.” 


The Other 
Side, Again. 

Trained welfare workers tell me 
fully 80 per cent of -the beggars on 
Atlanta's streets are professionals. 
They say they have exhaustive files on 
these cases and, when the beggar who 
won't work and won’t change his lot 
in life comes to them, they simply turn 
him down because they know all about 
him. And because time is too valuable 
to argue. 

*‘Remember,” they say, “when a beg- 
gar tells you he has been refused help 
by organized charity, it is the only 
alibi he can give. So they all say 
that, whether or not it is true. There 
are, we know, genuine cases of un- 
answered need. There is, perhaps, too 
much red tape. And we know there is 
not enough money to take care of all. 
That is the reason we must investi- 
gate. We must use what we have on 
the genuine needy cases.” 

Let me repeat here the fact that a 
large proportion of these professional 
mendicants receive ‘peddlers’ licenses” 
from the city hall which are, to al! 
intent, licenses to beg. This should 
be stopped, other provision made for 
the helpless and the services of the 
police used to clear the streets of the 
deadbeats.

HEALTH TALKS

The other day we recommended that 
persons subject to attacks of agina 
pectoris or intermittent claudication 


leg cramps or limping (on walking 
a short distance) carry a small vial 
of nitroglycerin tablets, perhaps 
- h of a grain and nitroglycerin 
(glonoin, glyceryl nitrate trinitrin) 
and take a tablet when ever threaten- 
ed with or seized with an attack of 
heart-cramp or leg-cramp. 


_ There is a widespread popular no- 
tion that nitroglycerin is a “stimu- 
lant” to the heart and that it is dan- 
gerous. It is not a heart stimulant. 
It is rather a sedative. Its specific 
effect is to relax spasm of the arteri- 
oles and lower high hlood pressure, 
freeing the circulation where arterial 
spasm has constricted it. There 

no justification for the use of nitro 
glycerin as a “heart stimulant.” 


A tablet taken by mouth, swallow- 
ed or merely allowed to dissolve in 
the mouth, is as rapid in effect as a 
hypodermic injection of nitroglycerin 
producing the characteristic sense of 
warmth or flushing or throbbing in 
the head within two or three minutes. 
The effect of nitroglycerin is fugaci- 
ous, and where prolonged action is 
desired the dose must be repeated 
every hour or two. Nitroglycerin is 
so volatile that tablets soon lose their 
strength if exposed to the air; only 
a small quantity should be carried 
in a well stoppered vial for emergen- 
cy use. Unless the flushing, warmth 
or throbbing in the head is felt after 
the dose, one cannot be at all sure 
a any nitroglycerin left in the 
ablet. 


Many sufferers from angina pec- 
toris, as well as sufferers from the 
troublesome if less alarming inter- 
mittent limping have found nitro- 
glycerin a good prophylactic as well 
aS an emergency remedy. They take 
a tablet three or four times a day 
right along, and this seems to pro- 
long the intervals between attacks. 

There is no such thing as getting 
a habit of doing any serious harm to 
the health with nitroglycerin. 


In some cases the patient never 
acquires any immunity to the medi- 
= and never has to increase the 
ose. 


In the trades where workers are 
exposed to nitrogiycerin (dynamite) 
it appears that many do acquire con- 
siderable immunity and can inhale 
quantities with impunity which would 
quickly put a novice in distress. 

But the drug is safe, or I would 
not recommend it here. It should be 
more generally used for the relief 


‘it affords. Physicians are entirely too 


tiaaid about recommending this val 
uable remedy to their patients. That’s 
=— reason why I recommend it 
ere.

But as 
the years passed she said he became 
jealous and threatened to kill her. 

She said that if she treated men 
customers in the store ‘“‘nice,” Dix 
would curse her. On several occasions, 
she testified, he hit her in the face 
and knocked her down. 

The widow of the dead man and 
her two sons gat with the prosecuting 
attorneys during the trial. 

Arguments for both state and de- 
fense were completed late yesterday.

FOREIGN TRADE SEEN 
GREATEST SINCE 1930 


Commerce Department Fig- 
ures for First 10 Months 
Total $4,910,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—()— 
Commerce Department reports fore- 
cast today that America’s foreign 
trade this year will be the greatest 
since 1930, 

On the basis of statistics for the 
first 10 months of the year, plus in- 
dicated trade for the last two months, 
officials said the nation would have 
aggregate dealings abroad of $4.910,- 
000,000, counting both sales and pur- 
chases. This would be an increase of 
$581.000,000 over 1935. 

The year’s so-called “favorable trade 
balance,” which was estimated at 
$130,000,000, would fall substantially 
below that of 1935, however, when 
exports exceeded imports by $235,- 
The administration’s foreign trade 
policies have not been aimed at creat- 
ing heavy export balances. Secretary 
Roper explained recently that their 
chief purpose was to step up the flow 
of trade both to and from this coun- 
try. 

For several months this year, im- 
ports exceeded exports, giving rise to 
speculation that the country’s tradi- 
tional excess of sales over purchases 
might be wiped out. 

Figures for the first 10 months, 
however, showed a $20,000.000 excess 
of exports. Because shipments abroad 
normally are heavier than purchases 
in the last quarter, officials said this 
assured an export balance for the year. 

Commerce department reports indi- 
cated total exports of $2,4520,000,000 
and imports of $2.390,000,000 for the 
full year, compared with $2 000,- 
000 and $2,047,000,000 respectively, 
in 1935. 

The anticipated $4,919,000,00 aggre- 
gate of American foreign trade this 
year would exceed the total in any of 
the past five years, but would fall un- 
der 1930 by $1.993.000.000 and under 
1929 by $4,730,000,000. 

A $130,000,000 excess of exports 
over imports would compare with a 
$783,000,000 excess in 1930 and an 
$840,000.000 excess in 1929. 

Sliding swiftly downward after 
1929, foreign trade reached a low in 
1932, when United States exports to- 
talled %1.611,000.000 and exports $1,- 

000.

COAL FROM THE EARTH. 


V—From Peat to Coal. | 


The story of coal and how it is 
made, can be learned to some extent 
by looking at certain things in our 
present-day world. In beds of coal, 
there are many imprints of leaves and 
other plants. Sometimes coal is form- 
ed in the shape of logs or tree stumps. 


_—— 


Motor-driven car pulling loaded trucks 
to shafts. 


Careful study of coal through the 
microscope has added to the proof that 


it came from plants which lived and 
died long ago, and which were pressed 
down into layers by sand, mud and 


dust. 

Our best guide, however, seems to 
be the peat bog. Peat has been called 
“coal-in-the-making.” It contains a 
vast amount of plant matter—moss, 
reeds, twigs, seeds, leaves and so on— 
which fell into ponds or lakes. 
course of time the plant matter turned 


In the}. 


the ponds or lakes into swamps. The 
great Dismal swamp of North Caro- 


lina and Virginia contains a_ large 


amount of peat. 

Canada has 37,000 square miles of 
peat bogs, the average depth beings 
five feet or more. The United States 
also has great areas of peat, the larg- 
er amount being found along the At- 
lantic coastal plain. 


Peat is used to give richness to soil. 
When ground into powder and mixed 
with molasses, some kinds of peat can 
be used to make feed for livestock. In 
Ireland, peat is employed widely as a 
fuel. and it serves the same purpose 
on the mainland of Europe. To make 
it fit to burn, the peat is dug up 
from the bogs, formed into blocks and. 
dried in the open air. 

Scientists have placed peat under 
pressure and have “cooked” is over 
very hot fires. By so doing. they 
have found that it turns into hard sub- 
stance which is just about the same 
as true coal. The change can be made 
to take place in as little as eight hours. 
of heating. 


It is believed that beds of coal 
were started in the same way as peat. 
When we burn coal we are using 
“buried sunshine.” The plants which' 
made the coal once had the sun’s life- 
giving rays. 

There are many kinds of coal. Lig- 
nite ig a brown, or brownish-black 
coal, and is found in beds of vast sizé. 
Soft coal is the fuel of many factories 
and mills. Hard coal, or “anthracite,” 
is of great value for household heat- 
ing: it is a clean-burning fuel and 
gives forth almost no smoke. East- 
ern Pennsylvania has the world’s 
greatest hard coal field.

And Not Liquor by Local Experts 


Digestion Aid Cited by Vintners, Who Point to Experience 
in France, Italy and Denmark To Support 
Contentions. 


By RALPH T. JONES. 

Are light, table wines a food or a 
liquor? During the reign of prohibi- 
tion, and in the preceding American 
era of the saloon, they were classed 
in this country as liquor. 

Modern vintners assert light wines 
are a food and that it was wrong to 
put them in the same category as hard 
liquors. By that mistake, they assert, 
America lost a great industry, 2 crop 
that would bring big returns to her 
farm owners and a means of bringing 
good health. 

They even go so far as to assert 
that, were Americans in the habit of 
drinking good, light table wines with 
all their meals, the sale of digestive 
tablets would practically come to an 
end, there would be no more demand 
for bicarbonate of soda and a great 
part of the digestive troubles and dis- 
eases that exact such toll of discom- 
fort, agony and death in this coun- 
try, would end. 

Necessary Element. 

“Throughout France, Italy and all 
European countries where winemaking 
is possible by reason of climatic con- 
ditions,” they point out, “wine is re- 
garded as a necessary element with 
every meal, particularly with the 
heavy meal of the day, whether it be 
at noon or evening. This recognition 
is as old as civilization. 

“Four thousand years ago wine was 
not only used as a regular article of 
diet, but was regarded as a great ad- 
junct to the happiness of good diges- 
tion and, with bread, was considered 
to be a complete food.” 

Light table wines do not produce 
drunkenness. If such were not the 
case, the Italian and the French peo- 
ple would long ago have disappeared 
in the dregs of debauchery. In those 
countries the consumption of light 
table wines runs from 40 to 60 gal- 
lons per capita per annum, while in 
the United States the per cgpita con- 
sumption is only about one pint per 
annum, 


Accelerate Digestion. 


Good wines accelerate digestion. An 


Italian laborer makes an entirely sat- 
isfactory dinner on nothing but a loaf 
of bread and a bottle of wine. Why? 
Because the wine aids digestion to 
such an extent the starches and oth- 
er food elements of the bread are 
fully assimilated. 

If, however, the meal includes large 
portions of meats, as in America or 
England, a bottle of table wine again 
stimulates the digestive tract, leaving 
complete satisfaction in the digestive 
areas after a heavy meal. The hap- 
py disposition of the average wine 
user is not the result of alcoholic 
stimulation, but of perfect digestion 
and its accompanying satisfaction and 
content. 

Natural Fermentation. 

These wines for aid in digestion,

fermentation of the juice of the grape. 
Fortified wines, which are made by 
adding the distilled product of poorer 
grade grapes to the partially ferment- 
ed juice of better grade fruit, thus 
arresting fermentation and giving a 
high alcoholic content, may retard di- 
gestion. Their use is as a stimulant 
or tonic and uot as adjuncts to a 
meal. 

That the use of light wines by 
Americans, if it can be encouraged 


to such a degree that the bottle of 
wine becomes the routine portion of 
every meal, will be a powerful aid to 
temperance, seems to be incontrovert- 
ible. A wine drinking people are a 
temperate people, as can be proved 
by the experience of such countries 
as Denmark, France, Italy and many 
others. 
Reason for Popularity. 

It is evident that those nations 
which have become habitual users of 
wine have benefited by a condition 
that, centuries ago, threatened their 
very existence. Lack of safe drink- 
ing water, free of disease pollution, 
caused the great masses of popula- 
tion to drink wine, as a beverage that 
could be safely drunk at all times. It 
was wine that checked the ravages of 
the plagues that overran medieval Eu- 
rope and it was wine, in many Cases, 
that saved the sick stricken by water 
carried infection. Though probably 
the average physician who prescribed 
the wine, in those days did not un- 
derstand why it was so efficacious. 

The use of wine as a tonic and 
medicine dates from the earliest days 
of man’s history. There are frequent 
references to it in the Bible. “Drink 


a little wine for thy stomach’s sake,”’ 
wrote Saint Paul to Timothy. : 
Erroneous Classification. 


The evil repute in which wine has 
been held in the Unitcd States is 
probably due to the erroneous classi- 
fication of this liquid food as an al- 
coholic beverage. It is not, according 
to winery authorities, and should nev- 
er have been thus listed. They assert 
it is purely a food, or a necessary 
concomitant of healthful eating and 
that the light alcoholic content is 
merely a valued adjunct for the com- 
plete assimilation of the food éle- 
ments of the meals we consume. 

When the distilled liquor business 
was expanding to such an alarming 
extent in America, there were no de- 
fenders for wine. The resul: was, when 
the first tax was put on distilled liq- 
uors, at the close of tha War Be- 
tween the States, wine ‘was inad- 
vertently included as a taxable liq- 
uor. 

The late Wayne B. Wheeler, one 
of the inflexible leaders in the forces 
that brought about the prohibition 
era, took the position that wine was 
the worst of all enemies of total pro- 
hibition because it was a natural, and 
not an acquired taste. He insisted 
that, while whisky and beer are culti- 
vated tastes, every human being nat- 
urally loved wine and, from his view- 
point, its classification as liquor, even 
though erroneous, should be con- 
tinued.

Big Ten To Consider 
Scholarships [Today 


Young Wisconsin Professor Will Plead for 
$400 a Year Basis for Athletes. 


By Charles Dunkley. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—(AP)—A young professor of history will at- 
tempt to make history in the Western conference tomorrow by pleading 
for adoption of a modified type of subsidy that would award scholarships 
to football players and other athletes on the basis of $400 a year. 

Professor Grant M. Hyde, secretary of a special faculty committee 
representing the University of Wisconsin, will present the so-called 
“Reynolds plan,’ which seeks to give athletes “equality of educational 
opportunity” who prove to be outstanding in both athletic and study 


tests. 

It is the first time the question off 
financially rewarding athletes’ has 
come out in the open in the “Big 
Ten.” 

The plan was devised by Professor 
Robert L. Reynolds, also of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, who believes 
funds to administer the scholarships 
could be subscribed by the alumni and 
friends of the universities, 


INEVITABLE. 


“We me the Big Ten faculty com- 
mittee will join us in a frank dis- 
cussion of this problem,” Professor 
Reynolds said. “It is something that 
has to be brought out in the open 
sooner or later.” 

Briefly, this is what Wisconsin will 
request the “Big Ten” to adopt: 

1. Establishment of a_ six-week 
summer school course of academic 
work and sports into which Wiscon- 
sin prep school graduates of high 
scholastic and _ athletic attainments 
would be admitted without fee. 

2. The summer school students to 
be graded on their work in classes 
and athletics, with those meeting spec- 
ified requirements awarded _ scholar- 
ships of $400 a year. 

3. As a requirement for continuing 
on the scholarship list for four 
years, students would have to main- 
tain a classroom average of more 
than 1.5 grade points per hour of 
credit during freshman and sopho- 
more vears. 

4. Beneficiaries of the scholarships 
would not be required to compete in 
athletics during their freshman and 
sophomore years.

However, 
they said, there was some talk of low- 
ering the percentage of tofal acreage 
on which farmers may be paid. The 
1936 maxim 1. was 35 per cent. 

The 193€ benefit payments for land 
taken out of tobacco production were 
h cents a pound on calenlated reduc- 
tion of burley. flue-cured and Mary- 
land, and 6 1-2 cents a pound on fire- 
cnred and dark air-cured types. Farm- 
ers were vermitted to receive benefit 
payments on a maximum of 30 per 
cent of their base acreage. Officials

South had stretched hi# first response 
slightly, since be did not have the 
three and one-half honor tricks neces- 
sary for a forcing takeout and. that 
being the case, he should have ap- 
plied the brakes later instead of going 
ahead full tilt. 


West opened the club king. Declar- 
er won and ran off all six of his 
trumps, on the naive hope that the 
defenders would unguard their dia- 
mond honors or that he would get a 
lucky break on the suit and drop the 
Q-J blank on the ace-king. Neither 
of these miracles happened and be 
managed to go down two tricks, a 
rather ignominous defeat considering 
the opportunity he bad passed up. 

The correct play at this incorrect 
slam contract should have been sim- 
plicity itself. After a club opening, 
South had two losing clubs and one 
losing diamond of which to dispose. 


|The heart finesse in itself could not 
‘take care of these losers, but it could 


perform an equally vital function. 
Regardless of the fact that South 
had a singleton heart. he should have 
finessed against the king at the sec- 
ond trick. The queen holding, the 
ace should be played and a diamond 
discarded; then the ace and king of 
diamonds should be cashed and the 
third round ruffed with a high trump. 
Three rounds of spades ending in the 
dummy would then draw the adverse 
trumps and dummy’s two long dia- 
monds would take care of declarer’s 
two losing clubs. Thus, this proper 
play actually would have returned an 
overtrick on the slam contract.
